PENN  STATE  COMPUTER  PROGRAM  WILL  HELP  UTILIZE  FOOD  WASTES 

A new  user-friendly  computer  program  is  being  developed  by  two  scientists  at  Pennsylvania  State 
University  --  Harold  Harpster,  associate  professor  of  animal  science  and  Dennis  Buckmaster,  assistant 
professor  of  agricultural  engineering.  When  completed,  the  program  will  make  it  easy  to  determine  the 
appropriate  amount  of  byproduct  feed  to  add  to  a given  animal  diet  - as  easy  as  the  click  of  a computer 
mouse. 

Although  no  national  figures  are  available  on  the  amount  of  food  wastes  generated,  Pennsylvania  alone 
” which  houses  only  2 percent  of  the  food  processing  Industries  --  generates  an  estimated  4.8  million  tons 
of  food  waste  or  byproduct  each  year.  Penn  State  scientists  believe  they  have  found  a use  for  portions  of 
these  wastes. 

"Manufacturers  of  cereal,  potato  chips,  canned  vegetables,  and  a host  of  other  products  are  anxious  to 
find  alternative  uses  for  their  food  wastes  or  byproducts,  like  stems  and  peels,"  says  Harpster.  "We've 
found  that  a number  of  byproducts  have  great  potential  in  animal  feed,  and  we're  surprised  at  the  level  of 
digestible  nutrients  In  many  of  the  food  wastes." 
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Designed  to  calculate  a least-cost  ration  meal  plan,  the  computer  management  model  is  based  on 
windows  with  pull-down  menus  and  dialogue  boxes.  Once  a livestock  producer  enters  information  on  the 
type  of  livestock  they  own,  the  feed  currently  used,  and  the  kind  of  byproduct  they're  interested  in  using, 
the  computer  program  will  not  only  deliver  a balanced  ration,  but  also  will  display  a map  locating  places 
where  a particular  byproduct  is  available.
